NHL Suspends Caps’ Leonsis 


NEW YORK I Washington Capitals owner 
Ted Leonsis was suspended by the NHL 
Wednesday, a day after he apologized for 
fighting with a fan who had jeered him. 

The 48 -year-old Leonsis is to have no con- 
tact with his team for one week, the NHL 
ruled Wednesday. The Capitals were fined 
$100,000 for the incident. 

Season-ticket holder Jason Hammer said 
Leonsis placed his hands on his neck and 
tossed him down after the Capitals’ home 
loss to Philadelphia on Sunday. 

“Even in those cases when there were 


instances of alleged provocation, we have 
made it clear that NHL personnel need to 
do everything possible to avoid a confronta- 
tion with fans and the failure to do so is not 
acceptable,”NHLcommissionerGaryBettman 
said, adding that Leonsis and Hammer “have 
amicably put this matter behind them.” 

Despite his action, Leonsis has a reputation 
as one of the more fan-friendly chief execu- 
tives in pro sports. 

Heading into Wednesday’s game against

Iraq Intel 
‘Almost 
All Wrong* 

Kay says analysts asked 
to read too mueh into data 

WASHINGTON I Former weapons inspec- 
tor David Kay said Wednesday “we were 
almost all wrong” about Saddam Hussein’s 
weapons programs, as Congress pressed a 
high- stakes struggle to pinpoint why that 
happened and who was responsible. 

Republicans say the nation’s intelligence 
agencies were the problem. Democrats point 
to the White House, questioning possible 
pressure put on intelligence analysts and 
noting Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s continued asser- 
tions that weapons of mass 
destruction existed. 

Asked at a Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
hearing if an independent 
investigation was warrant- 
ed, Kay said he believed an 
outside inquiry would give Congress and the 
public more confidence. 

Kay, who resigned last Friday, said he spent 
six months looking for the former Iraqi pres- 
ident’s banned weapons and has concluded, 
based on “sufficiently intense” effort, that they 
were not there. He said inspectors found no 
stockpiles — large or small. 

“We were almost all wrong, and I cer- 
tainly include myself here,” he said. 

Kay blamed a lack of human intelligence 
inside Iraq and inadequate money for U.S. 
intelligence agencies. He also said he believes 
analysts were asked to read too much into 
limited data, but stressed he doesn’t think 
members of the Bush administration pres- 
sured analysts to shape evidence to make

Weather snarls airports, 
eancels school for more 
than 1 million children 

The United Nations was shut down 
and more than a million children got 
the day off from school Wednesday 
on the heels of a storm that dumped 
as much as 14 inches of snow in the 
Northeast. 

It was the latest in a series of 
storms that have spread snow and 
ice across parts of the eastern half 
of the nation since the weekend. 

Slippery roads have closed 
schools, businesses and some gov- 
ernment offices from the Plains to 
the East Coast. Thousands of cus- 
tomers still had no electricity in 
the Southeast because of ice that 
broke tree limbs and power lines 
on Tuesday. 

At least 56 deaths have been 
blamed on snow, ice and cold this 
week from Kansas to the East 
Coast. 

The storm did not live up 
to expectations in most of the 
Northeast. Albany, N.Y., got only 
3.4 inches instead of the forecast 
13 inches, the National Weather 


Service said. Rhode Island got only 
half the 10 inches predicted. But 
New York’s Central Park got 10.5 
inches, and 30 miles east on Long 
Island, Dix Hills had 14.6. 

Classes were canceled in many 
school districts in New England and 
the Middle Atlantic region, includ- 


ing all schools in New York City, the 
nation’s largest system with 1.1 mil- 
lion students. 

Airlines canceled more than 400 
flights Wednesday at Newark’s air- 
port, along with more than 300 at La 
Guardia and about 50 at Kennedy,

WASHINGTON | The Bush adminis- 
tration asked the Supreme Court 
on Wednesday to stop an appeals 
court from breaking the govern- 
ment’s isolation of terrorism sus- 
pects at the Navy base in Cuba. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals is poised to notify a 
Guantanamo Bay detainee of 
its December ruling that found 
that the prisoners should be 
allowed to see lawyers and have 
access to courts, the administra- 
tion said. 

The appeals court also has been 
asked to allow the inmate, Falen 
Gherebi, to see a lawyer this month 
and to permit a class-action law- 
suit on behalf of all enemy com- 
batants taken into custody after 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

Solicitor General Theodore 
Olson asked the high court to 


block any developments in that 
case until the Supreme Court 
decides this year, in a separate 
case, whether Guantanamo detain- 
ees may contest their captivity in 
American courts. 

The government has been 
holding about 650 men, mostly 
Muslims, essentially incommu- 
nicado at the prison in Cuba. 

The military maintains that 
because the men were picked up 
overseas on suspicion of terrorism, 
they may be detained indefinitely 
without charges or trial. 

The Supreme Court announced 
in November that it would consider 
appeals on behalf of Guantanamo 
inmates. A month later, a panel 
of the 9th Circuit issued the 
ruling in favor of Gherebi, a 
Libyan captured in Afghanistan.

3 Killed in Suicide Bombing 


Van masquerading as 
ambulance detonates 
near Baghdad hotel 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A suicide bomber 
blew up a van disguised as an ambu- 
lance in front of a hotel Wednesday 
after speeding through a security 
barrier in the heart of Baghdad, kill- 
ing three people and injuring VJ. 

The bombing at the Shaheen, 
a hotel frequented by Westerners, 
confirmed intelligence warnings 
that insurgents might use ambu- 
lances to evade security checks. It 
also reinforced fears voiced by U.S. 
officials that insurgents would step 


up attacks ahead of the planned July 
1 transfer of power by the U.S. -led 
coalition to Iraqis. 

It was the second suicide bomb- 
ing in the capital in less than two 
weeks. On Jan. 18, at least 31 people 
were killed in a suicide bombing at 
a main gate to the headquarters of 
the U.S.-led coalition. Most of the 
dead were Iraqis. 

Witnesses said a white van 
with Red Crescent markings drove 
through an opening in the barbed 
wire and concrete cylinder barri- 
ers on Masbah Street. They said 


guards opened fire at the van but 
it managed to reach the front of the 
Shaheen Hotel, where it exploded. 
The U.S. military said the van was 
packed with 400-500 pounds of 
explosives. 

The attacks cast fresh doubts 
on whether Iraq is secure enough 
to hold the elections demanded by 
Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini al- 
Sistani, an influential Shiite cleric.

Judge blasts BBC for 
its report, exonerating 
British prime minister 

LONDON I Prime Minister Tony 
Blair won vindication Wednesday 
in the toughest political crisis of his 
career when a judge said the BBC 
was wrong to report the government 
“sexed up” intelligence to justify war 
in Iraq. The broadcaster’s top offi- 
cial stepped down within hours. 

The verdict was a major boost 
for Blair, who has been dogged for 
months by questions about the sui- 
cide of arms adviser David Kelly. 
Lord Hutton, the senior judge inves- 
tigating Kelly’s suicide, cleared Blair 
and his office of wrongdoing in con- 
nection with the death and sharply 
criticized the BBC. 

Hutton said the BBC was wrong 
to report officials knowingly put 
misleading claims in a September 
2002 dossier summing up intelli- 
gence for the public. He called the 
charge “unfounded” and chastised 
BBC bosses for failing to scrutinize

U.S. plans a spring offensive against Taliban 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A Suicide 
attacker in a taxi laden with 200 
pounds of explosives blew him- 
self up next to British peacekeep- 
ers patrolling the Afghan capital 
on Wednesday, killing one soldier 
and wounding four more. 

It was the second suicide assault 
on foreign troops in as many days, 
marking an escalation in the 
Taliban-led rebellion and increasing 


its parallels with the insurgency rag- 
ing in Iraq. The bomb exploded as a 
ceremony was underway in Kabul 
to honor a Canadian soldier killed 
in similar fashion on Tuesday.

A U.S. official in Washington, 
meanwhile, said U.S. -led forces 
in Afghanistan planned a spring 
offensive in response to the per- 


sistent violence. The U.S. Defense 
Department has ordered troops to 
start working on logistics and get- 
ting equipment in place. 

More than 140 people have 
been killed or injured since the 
ratification of a new constitution 
on Jan. 4.

ROME I Premier Silvio Berlusconi 
acknowledged for the first time 
Wednesday that he recently under- 
went cosmetic surgery. 

Berlusconi had dropped out of 
public view for nearly a month at the 
end of December, prompting specu- 
lation that he might be sick. A doc- 
tor said the premier had a touch- 
up around his eyes, then denied he 
knew anything about it. 

The premier spoke about his 
new look while chatting with 


fashion journalists at a reception 
for Italian designers during high 
fashion week in Rome. He told the 
reporters it was true he had a nip 
and tuck , quickly adding “but only 
under the eyes.” 

He also said he had gone on a 
rigid diet in December and had 
lost 22 pounds. 

“I’m feeling very well,” Berlusconi 
said. He dismissed speculation that 
his absence was caused by an illness 
as “pure political backbiting.” 



Berlusconi, who said a few years 
ago that he had successfully battled 
prostate cancer, told reporters: “I 
don’t have any tumor.” Referring to 
his busy work and travel schedule, 
the premier said: “Someone who 
has cancer couldn’t lead this life. 
Let them go ahead and talk, it will

Tyree Sherrod Bunn, 24, of Oxon 
Hill, Md., was arrested Monday and 
Rodman Joseph Durham, 29, of 
Baltimore, was arrested Tuesday. 
They were ordered held without 
bond on Wednesday. A District of 
Columbia Superior Court magis- 
trate judge set a preliminary hear- 
ing for Feb. 11. 

A third suspect, Joel Smith, 
21, of the District, was arrested 


Wednesday. 

According to papers filed at 
the Superior Court for the District 
of Columbia, Bunn and Durham 
admitted while in custody that 
they took part in the crime. The 
court papers said Bunn admit- 
ted he was a lookout and Durham 
said he and another suspect were 
the shooters. 

The three tavern workers, Rodney 
Barnes, 47, Neomi Payne, 48, and 
Joshua Greenberg, 34, were shot 
inside a walk-in freezer. Police said 
they were killed during a robbery 
that netted less than $3,000. 

General Manager Rudy Manili 
said Wright was employed at Colonel 
Brooks’ for about 18 months but 
was away from the job for about 
six months after being injured in 
a traffic accident. 

Manili said Wright returned to

Archdiocese Screens Out 
5 Convicted Sex Offenders 

New screening methods have kept five 
convicted sex offenders from working 
in the Archdiocese of Washington, 
officials said Wednesday.

to screen people who work with chil- 
dren, said spokeswoman Susan Gibbs.

Bankruptcy Bill 
Clears U.S. House 


Erasing debt would 
become more difficult 
under proposed law 

WASHINGTON I House Republicans 
decided Wednesday to try to force 
Senate Democrats to accept their 
version of a bankruptcy bill by com- 
bining that legislation with a bipar- 
tisan bill offering bankruptcy help 
for farmers. 

The House voted 265-99 to com- 
bine the farm bankruptcy bill with 
the GOP bankruptcy legislation. 

The legislation would make 
it harder for Americans to erase 
their debts. If a debtor has suf- 
ficient income to repay at least 
25 percent of the debt over five 
years or earned at least the medi- 
an income for his state, he or she

INTEREST RATES 

Fed Holds Key Rate Steady, 
But Hints at Future Increase 

The Federal Reserve left a key short- 
term interest rate at a 45 -year low 
on Wednesday but dropped a prom- 
ise it had been making since August 
to keep rates low “for a consider- 
able period.” The wording change 
was enough to jolt financial mar- 
kets, sending stock prices plunging, 
even though private economists said 
they believed the Fed still planned 
on keeping rates unchanged for most 
of this year. The adverse market 
reaction occurred because the Fed 
dropped the phrase it had included 
in its last four policy statements — 
that it believed it low inflation and 
slack utilization of resources gave 
it the leeway to keep rates low “for

Against Me! makes country music hardcore and politics essential 


MUSIC I The political roots of punk 
music were hijacked long ago by 
popsters. The downtrodden heroes 
of punk have evolved from revolu- 
tionary leaders writing songs about 
working-class struggles to your kid 
brother whining about his struggle 
to maintain a girlfriend. 

Now the leftist activist move- 
ment has a modern soundtrack. 
Against Me! stormed out of the 
policy hotbed of Gainesville, Fla., 


and quickly acquired a rabid fan 
base on the strength of its provoca- 
tive, progressive ideals and already 
legendary live gigs. 

At first listen. Against Me! 
sounds nothing like its punk 
grandparents. The band weaves 
folk, country and hardcore ele- 
ments with absurdly catchy hooks 
and deafening vocals to create a 
genuinely original sound in an 
often derivative genre. 


Against Me! isn’t a bunch of 
unproven newcomers with a cult 
following. The band has just passed 
a significant hurdle that regularly 
kills — or at least de-fangs — under- 
ground groups: keeping its sound 
consistent without losing its ideals 
on a major-label album. 

Released last November on Fat 
Wreck Chords, Against Me ! ’s “As the 
Eternal Cowboy” marks a stylistic 
leap from the stripped-down acous- 


tic guitars and sometimes garbled 
vocals of its 2002 indie recording, 
“Reinventing Axl Rose.” 

More important, the band 
increased its record sales with- 
out alienating its zealous devo- 
tees who believe music can be a 
powerful instrument of change.

Fearing the wrath of their bru- 
tal sergeant, the soldiers farcically 
begin to transform Gay into a blood- 
thirsty supersoldier. 

The sergeant, in turn, can 
restrain his appetite for blood and 
sex only by a spectacular act of, um, 
self-abuse. Did we mention this is 
satire? It should be a bracing cor- 
rective for anyone weary of candi- 
dates taking swings at each other’s 
military records.

M E D I A I Star magazine, known for its 
gossipy stories and provocative pho- 
tos of celebrities, wants to expand 
beyond the supermarket checkout 
racks to television. 

The title’s owner, American 
Media Inc., said Tuesday it was 
seeking partners to produce shows 
that would carry the Star name and 
content. The programming, which 
would air primarily on cable TV, 
could lead to the launch of a new 
network, executives said. 

To spearhead its entry into 
broadcasting, American Media, 
which also owns the National 
Enquirer, has hired as a senior 
adviser Tom Rogers, former presi- 
dent of NBC’s cable operations. 


He is familiar with maga- 
zines, having headed Primedia 
Inc. for more than three years in 
which that com- 
pany attempted an 
ill-fated expansion 
into the Internet.

What is the prevailing opinion 
among Caps players regarding the 
Ted Leonsis incident? If an owner 
had attacked a customer in any 
normal work environment, most 
employees would feel disgust or, at 
the very least, embarrassment that 
management would reduce itself to 
such a crude level. 

Privately, the players are shocked 
and embarrassed. It makes the 
entire organization look silly. But 
no one is going to say anything on 
the record. I know if my boss was 
in a similar situation, I would keep 
my mouth shut, too. 

Although everyone realizes this 
team needs to do some rebuilding, 
many fans are disappointed at the 
prospect of losing all-time favor- 
ites Peter Bondra and Olie Kolzig. 
How prepared do you feel the orga- 
nization is to accept the anger that 
will arise from these moves? 

I think trading Bondra is a very 
touchy subject internally, especially 
because he does not want to be dealt. 
But there is a sentiment that it might 
make sense to give him a chance to 
win a Stanley Cup elsewhere. It will 
come down to what is offered for him. 
Ottawa and Toronto have some strong 
interest, but it is still a little early to 
gauge the entire market. 

There seems to be a constant bat- 
tle over the best way to improve 
attendance. Current hockey fans 
want a stronger focus on the prod- 
uct on the ice. Management wants 
to appeal to new people with glitzy 
videos and in-game entertainment. 
Is there any chance that the own- 
ership will realize that building a 
successful team is the best way to 
generate interest? 

The new approach to sustaining 
consistency and moderation on the 
payroll, plus a salary cap, should 
enable smaller market teams to be 
more competitive and allow them 
to lower ticket prices. I know that is 
what Ted is banking on. Regardless, 
attendance is a big problem around 
the NHL and particularly in D.C. 



Mora Agrees to 
Deal With Orioles 


PRO BASEBALL I All-Star Melvin 
Mora agreed to a $10.5 million, 
three-year contract with the 
Baltimore Orioles on Wednesday, 
avoiding salary arbitration. 

Mora enjoyed his finest season 
in the majors in 2003 despite see- 
ing limited time in the second half 
because of injuries. He hit .317 with 
15 homers and 48 RBIs in 96 games 
and was the Orioles’ lone represen- 
tative in the All-Star game. 

Mora played a variety of posi- 
tions in 2003, including shortstop, 
second base and the outfield. But he 
is projected as the Orioles’ starting 
third baseman in 2004. 


Mora received a $1 million sign- 
ing bonus. He will earn $2 million 
in 2004, $3.5 million in 2005 and 
$4 million in 2006. The contract 
also includes up to $350,000 in 
available performance bonuses 
each season. 

Also Wednesday, the Orioles 
raised the price of thousands of 
lower-deck tickets for the 2004 
season. The price increase affects 
the best seats in the house — as well 
as the so-called cheap seats. 

It’s only the second time in seven 
years that the Orioles have boosted 
the price of tickets for home games.
